LONDON, Jan. 27.—A successful 
operation was carried out by our 
troops on the Somme battle front 
early this morning in the neighborhood 
of Le Transloy. All of the objectives 
attacked. were gained and a com- 
manding portion of the enemy's po- 
sition was captured. W® have taken 
over 360 prisoners, inéluding six 
2? officers. } 
q Vigorous counter attacks were 
made by the enemy during the day 
to regain the lost ground. These 
were all driven back by our fire with 
heavy losses. Our total casualti 
were very slight. ' 

The enemy’s trenches were raided 
‘by us at daylight this morning north- 
east of Neuville St. Vaast. Prisoners 
were secured and dugouts containing 
gome fifty Germans were destroyed. 
We had no casualties. Enemy 
trenches were also entered last night 
by one of our patrols northeast of 
Vermellés and a number of casual- 
ties inflicted on the hostile garrison. 

We bombarded the enemy's posi- 
tions today in the neighborhood of 
Serre (Somme front) and greatly 
damaged his defenses. North of 
Hiulluch a body of enemy infantry 
was caught by our artillery tn the 
open and suffered many casualties. 
There was considerable artillery ac- 
tivity on both sides tn the neighbor- 
hood of Armentieres and Ypres. 

AVIATION. : 

Hostile aircraft showed less enter- 
prise yesterday. Much useful work 
was Gone by our airplanes and two 
enemy machines were destroyed. An- 
ether enemy machine was forced to 
land in a dafhaged condition. Two 
of our machines are missing. Of the 
enemy's machines destroyed since the 
934 six fell on our side of the line.

“It is worse than4 thought,” I commented. 

“I know,” said Mr. Campbell, “ statistics 
along these lines are rather startling.

Only three 
men out of every one hundred men who die 
leave an estate of $10,000 and over; fifteen 
others leave an estate from $2,000 to $10,000.”

“I don’t kfiow as these al will answer - 


your question,” said Mr. Campbell, “ but you 
may find them interesting. They appeared 
in the Yale Alumni Weekly’and refer to the 
earning power of young men who had been 
five years out of college. The young men 
who made the best showing were in finan- 
eial and mercantile lines, and they were 
bankers, brokers, business men, advertisers, 


publishers, insurance agents, manufacturers, 


and real estate dealers. The first year out of 


‘college the men in these lines averaged éarn- 


ings of $705. In their fifth year in business 
their earnings averaged $2,405." | 
“But how about those who went into 
farming and ranching?” I asked. — | 
“During those first five years the educa- 
tional and religious workers led the farm- 
” answered Mr. Campbell. + The men in 
ae former lines averaged $1,110 the first 
year and $1,514 their fifth year. ‘The farmers 
and ranchmen came next, averaging $893 
their first year and $1,886 their fifth year. 
Then came engineers, averaging $650 thefr 
first year and $1,702 their fifth year. Goy- 
ernment employés followed, averaging $850 


their first year and $2,650 their fifth year. door

Boost Estimate to 2,000,000. 
Just how many motors cars can be 
used in this country, aside from the bal- 
ance of the world, has been a source of 
discussion in and out of the trade, with 
estimates so far out of line that even 
the closest students of the industry have 
given up the task. No one can really 
tell. At first we said a million cars. 
Then, as cars got better and prices 
lower, we raised the estimate to 2,000,000. 
Then came the wildest kind of esti- 
mates and the figures put at 3,000,000, 
but this has been passed, and now there 
are about 3,500.000 automobiles running 
and registered in the various states, with 
apparently no decrease in the demand. 
There: are increasing uses for passen- 
ger or so-called pleasure cars in every 
part of the country, while trucks are 
just beginning to come into their own, 
with the practical certainty that a few 
years from now great quantities of 
freight will be moved on the highways 
by motor trucks which will also act as 
feeders to railroads, making unneces- 
sary the construction of expensive so- 
called “feeder lines.”” Motor véhicles 
must supplant a big part of the 24,000,000 
horses now in use in this country. 


Army of Motorists Increases. 

It is most gratifying to leaders of the 
industry to know that their effort to 
supply the best tn motor cars at prices 
within the reach of millions has been 
appreciated by an increasing number of 
buyers, very few of whom haveathouzght 
of leaving the ranks of motor car owners 
and with others more and moreacknow!l- 
edging the need o have for eae 
driven vehicles. 

Production is eertain to go on at a 
stronger rate, and, while standardized 
to a marked degree In many parts, there 
will always be a great variety of de- 
signs in motor chassis and bodies and 
a large number of companies supplying 
them. It is fair to assume, however,. 
that with the keen competition only 
standard products of established and 
well managed companies can be expect- 
ed to survive in this business, now so 
firmly established and so generally rec-

Motor car manufacturers have had to 
face such an enormous demand through 
the fall and winter for their product that 
it has been difficult to provide their deal- 
ers with the usual number of cars fér 
winter storage. The manufacturers also 
are embarrassed in maintaining their 
production echedules, because of their 
inability to secure ample materials, on 
account of railroad embargoes and 
shortage in railroad equipment. I pre- 
dict that during the months of March, 
April, and May of this year we will wit- 
ness the greatest motor car shortdge 
that this country has yet experienced. 


Demand to Continue. | 

Considerable discussion has occurred 
lately in reference to the subject of 
saturation. To my mind, with condi- 
tions even less prosperous than they are 
| today, eaturation for the central west 
would be a long wey off. Sixty per cent 
of the pleasure cars sold by one promi- 
nent manufacturer are used for com- 
mercia] purposes. 

Another outlet that permits the manu- 
facturer to produce a considerable vol- 
ume without saturating our domestic 
market is the rapid growth of exports. 
During the year 1914 the total volume of 
motor car and truck exports amounted 
to $33,198,806. During the year of 1916 
the grand total of these exports was 
$120,000,000. This is an increase of over 
400 per cent, and this total represented 
more pleasure cars than oumandeains ve- 
hicles by over 100 per cent. 


Good Roads vs. Waterways: 

In speaking with a gentleman the other 
day, an authority on the subject of 
transportation, he told of the wonderful 
possibilities of improving the waterways 
in Iiinoie. He told of the economies 
that could be developed for transporting 
the increased freight of the future, I 
took issue with him, on the basis that if:

HE mechanics of coughing is easily 

understood. ' First, the ribs are 
‘slightly raised and the diaphragm 
drawn down. This sucks some. 
air into the lungs. There is a 
} slight preliminary inspiration. Next the 
ribs are lowered with a jerk, the dia- 
phragm is raised, and the vocal cords 
are made tense. This sudden, sharp ex- 
piration drives the air through. the 
tightly drawn veca! cords, producing the 
sound known as coughing. The nose 
and the upper back part of the mouth 
act as a resonator, modifying the tone 
of the cough. 

Most of the, work in the short, sharp 
drive {s done by the muscles of the 
lower ribs. The muscles of the .bdomen 
are strongly contracted. It is for these 
reasons that a person who has coughed. 
much with an acute cold is sore in the 
chest, abdomen, and back. He is lame 
for the same reason that lameness fol- 
lows a game of handball or tennis. 

On account of the great muscular ef- 
fort exerted during coughing ea hernia, 
hitherto unnoticed may push {ts way 
through the last barriers in the hernia 
canal. For the same reason there is 
occasional injury to some organ tn the 
abdomen. For much the same reason 
coughing raises the blood pressure. It 
drives the blood out of the lungs and 
abdominal! organs and Into the outside 
biood vessels, 


During coughing ‘ihe a gets red and 
the eyes’ become infected. If the feet 


coming the trouble. On account of this‘ 
quality apoplexy is an occasional effect 
of coughing. Dilation of the heart is 
another. 

In an ordinary cough the vocal cords 
are relaxed during the inspiration which 
. precedes the cough. In consequence this 
inspiration causes no noise. In whoop- 
ing cough the vocal cords are held tense 
while the air is being sucked In as well 
as while tt is being forced out. In 
consequence there is the “ whoop * on 
inspiration as wel! as the hard “ cough" 

on expiration. 

Cough has a purpose. It is to clear’ 
the air passages of any irritant. When- 
ever there is irritation of the air pas~ 
sages an Impulse starts from the nerve 
endings and travels to the coughing 
center of the brain. The brain registers 
the irritation and sends orders for the 
removal of the irritant down another 
set of nerves to the muscles of the chest 
wall, the diaphragm, the vocal cords, 
and such other muscies as are to be 
called on for help. 


_ The coughing <uuaan of the brain can 
register only one impression, and that 
the irritation calling for cough. It can 


that is orders for a cough. In conse- 
quence the lungs can only appreciate an 
irritation In one way. They cannot 
“hurt "—that ts impossible. Any hurt 
is in the pleura or In the nerves of the 
chest wall. They cannot become “sore” 
—that is impossible. The soreness ts {n 
the muscles and the nerves of the chest 
wall. They cannot feel heat or cold. 
Needless to add, they cannot see, hear, 
taste, or sméil. | | 
But while there {s a purpose tn cough- 
ing, the purpose is poorly carried out. 
The nerve which carries the frritation 


sometimes closely, sometimes remotely, 
with other parts of the body. It fs In. 
the same bundle with nerves from the 
throat and external ear and other parts 
of the body. In consequence coughing 
does not always indicate trouble in the 
lungs or bronchial tubes. 

If a probe be inserted in the external 
ear catial and pressed against the wall, 
coughing results. Enlarged tonsils, es- 
pecially an enlarged lingual tonsil, elon- 
gation of the soft palate, and various 
other sources of irritation around the 
upper throat and back of the moauth 
and nose cause — 


Trritation of the 4 great nerve which 
goes to the stomach may cause vomit- 
ing or courhing, or vomiting and cough- 
ing. Vomiting sometimes causes cough- 
ing and coughing sometimes causes vom- 
iting—all because the nerves carrying 
the irritation and the tmpulse for the 
two acts travel together in the same 
nerve bundles. 

Coughing is not an effective means of 
cleaning out the bronchial tubes. Pus 
and mucus, combined to form sputum, 
are moved out of the fungs and toward 
the larger bronchial tubes by delicate 
heirs, called cili@. located on the epith- 
elial cells. These wave‘toward the out- 
side after a fashion similar to the wind 
waves seen in a wheat field. After the 
sputum has been moved into the larger: 
bronchial tubes the system attempts to 
get rid of it by the act of coughing. 

_Alr ts forcibly blown from the smaller 
tnto the larger tubes. The theory is 
that the sudden blast of air will blow 
mucus and pus out. Mechanically this

bactlll, pneumococci, or other bacteria. 
The cause may be in the heart. It may. 
be a stomach cough. It may be due to 
trouble in the ears. It may be due to 
an elongated soft palate, or to an en- 
larged lingual tonsil, or to trouble else- 
where in the throat. 

If the cough is treated merely as «@ 
cough and an indiscriminate cough med- 
icine {s given, not only is an ineffective 
.medicine put into the stomach but time 
is wasted. During this wasted time con- 
sumption may be progressing or pneu- 
monia may be developing. «No better 
proof of the tneffectiveness of cough 


medicines is to be found than the atti- | 


tude of physicians at tuberculosis sani- 
taria to them. Cough medicines are not 
used in sanitaria. 

A drug store will’ sell more cough 
medicine over the counter in one day 
than a tuberculosis sgnitarium, will give 
to all its patients In a week. And here 
is something that is always commented 
on: consumptives in gsanitaria do not 
cough. One will hear more coughing in 
a theater In two hours than he will hear 
in a sanitarium in two weeks. Speak- 
ers talking to audiences in sanitaria are

It seems that Cie po more cough eéetdis 
people take the more they cough. Cer- 
tainly the consumptives who take the 
least cough medicines cough the least. 
The scientific basie for the use of cough 
medicines ig almost nonexistent. The 
clinical evidence on which their use is 
based is about as shadowy. . 

There is a group of cough medicines, 
called nauseating expectorants, which 
are given on the theory that they in- 
crease secretion and thus help in get-. 
ting the sputum up. Among these are 
tartar emetic, tpecac, apomorphine, and 
lobelia. Probably these do have this 
effect when given in doses large enough 
to produce nausea, but Is one justified 
in producing vomiting to get this effect? 
The fact is they are used in smal! doses 
on the theory that there will be some 
little effect. We would be better off if 
this group of cough medicines were 
never used as such. 


There ts anotie r group of cough medi- os 


cines called stimulating expectorants. 
In this group we find ammonium chlo- 
ride and carbonate. benzoic acid, bal- 
sams of various kinds, tar, squills, and 
even garlic and onions.

of the views of the council and of the 
people of Chicago as to the relative im- 
portance of the different municipal 

activities. 

‘Disappointed in Merriam. 

The people. of Chicago are entitled to 
better service from the majority. of the 
finance committee of the city council, 
and the admirers of Ald. Merriam surely 
have felt that he was capable of better 
service in helping to manage the affairs 
of the city government. 

If the council respects itself and has 
confidence in its capacity to handle the 
affairs of the city it will return the bud- 
get to the finace committee with instruc- 
tions to provide a budget of expenditures 
that shall be within the.city’s income.
